Wide Democratic Changes 
In Salvation Army And 


Its Future Government 


London, Eng. — General Edsvard 
Higgins, new head of the Salvation, 
Army, in an interview with the As-| 
sociated Press recently, outlined his

“I intend immediately to appoint} 
n commission of a half dozen spe- 
eialists to consider changes which 
must be made in the 1878 constitu- 
tion deed to which the disputed 
1904 deed poll is only supplemental,” 
he said. 

“This will involve legal issues te- 
quiring expert advice and the ulti- 
mate invocation of an act of parlia- 
ment to effect changes which will 
destroy one-man power over the 
Army's temporal affairs and put the| 
eonstiutional foundation of the 
Army on a broader basis forever- 
more. Our domestic affairs we can 
eare for ourselves. 

“Another commission will investi- 
gate the question of the command 
succession. While I cannot foretell 
what will be their conclusions, my 
own opinion is that the Army's gen- 
eral should be elected for a term of} 
10 or more years subject to a strict 
age limit upon reaching ‘which re- 
firement would be compulsory.” |

Netherlands, The balloon landed at 
Weilburg, Germany, where the Iet- 
ter was mailed to The Hague. King 
Wellem was so delighted with tho 
novelty of the fact that he ordered 
the letter to be filed with the anno- 
tation ‘to be carefully saved.’” 

Of course this discloure of mail 
delivery made by balloon nearly a 
hundred years ago is a sharp con- 
trast illustrating the advances ix 
the uses now mado of the air. In 
deed, where a start even had not 
been made, an advance can hardly 
be recorded. Controlled aerial loco- 
motion {s so new that it did not 
exist when balloons wero tossed 
about at the mercy of each whiff of 
wind. When the King of the 
Netherlands thought wonders had 
ceased when his letter descended 
with the balloon which transporte¢ 
it, nothing was known of air craft 
and elr service as wo have come to 
know them. Nothing of this was 
known at the beginning of last cen- 
tury, and little more at the begin- 
ning of this one. Knowledge of 
transport’s newest dimension manl- 
fested itself only in the last quarter- 
century, and the greatest strides in 
putting it to the most astounding 
practical uses have been taken in 
the last ten years or so. 

As the vice-consul of the Nether- 
lands remarks, “Today the sending . 
of mail from Holland to the Dutch 
East Indiles, and return, a distance 
cach way of about 10,000 miles, is a 
common occurrence,’ And he asks, 

“What would King Willem have 
said if he had received a letter from 
Batavia or Sourabaya, written ten 
days previously, and reading, ‘We 
hereby confirm our telephone conver- 
sation held this morning, etc.’?

Whatever the King of the Nether- 
lands would have said at the thought 
of such rapid communication, he 
couldn't, & hundred years: ago, have 
regarded it as much more unlikely 
and wholly impossible than did most 
of this generation at the beginning 
of this century. And {t {is altogether 
permissible to presume that the King 
of the Netherlands referred to would 
be little more perplexed at the ad- 
vances made in theair since his 
time, than we would be with the fur- 
ther advances that will be made ip 
the next fifty or a hundred years,

Report Gratifying 
Progress 


Town Planners Say Movement In 
Canata Shows Remaekable 
Growth 


“The mayors of two hundred and 
fifty cities and towns in Canada have 
been circularized in a special drive 
to promote town planning, conducted 
under the auspices of the Assjoucia- 
tion of Dominion Land Surveyors,” 
said T, H. Bartley, D.L.S., who pre- 
sented the report of the town plan- 
ning committee to the annual cun- 
vention of that association at Otta- 
wa, This action follows a desire 
for co-operation with the town plan- 
ning institute on active educative 
work. Although it will scarcely be 
possible to gauge the direct result of 
this campaign at least some good 
results may reasonably be expected. 


A review of town planning artivi- 
ties for the past year shows greater 
activity throughout the Dorinion 
than ever before. The capital led 
in actual results with its construc- 
tion of the Champlain bridge across 
the Ottawa River, which completes 
another splendid driveway, and opens 
up the approach to the fine scenic 
area on the northern side of the 
river; and with the preparation, by 
clearance of two large spaces, for 
the new Confederation Purk and 
Square. Construction on the new 
block of government buildings op 
Wellington street is also in progress 

Vancouver's comprehensive zoning 
plan, backed with the necessary le- 
gislation, is expected to be published 
shortly. The municipalities of Point 
Grey and South Vancouver have been 
amalgamated with the city, Point 
Grey, it is pointed out, has a fully 
developed scheme of its own. 

Alberta, with its recently formed 
bureau of town planning, and Sas 
katchewan with its new town pian 
ning act, are now doing good work 
by stimulating the interest of com- 
munities in town and rural planning 
In Manitoba, Winnipeg has recently | 
completed a study of conditions witb 
a view to drafting a zoning by-Inw | 
and at Pine Falls, a model town 
which promises to be an excellent 
example of community housing ap- 
plied to industrial development Is

Canadian Seed Growers Association 
Encourages Use Of Best 
Varieties 

In the great wheat growing areas 
of Western Canada the use of pure 
seed of varieties adapted to the 
growing districts is of great import- 
ance. Investigations carried on by 
the Cereal Division of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, at Ottawa, as 
weil as by other institutions ind!nate 
the need for the utmost attention to 
this matter. 

Referring to this question in his 
latest annual report, Mr. L. H. New- 
man, Dominion cerealist, regards 
the development of dependable seed 
as one of the most important and 
most pressing features of the work 
of his division, The cereal division 
has done a great amount of work in 
developing dependable varieties of 
grain, particularly in producing pure 
seed of varieties adapted to the 
widely varying conditions found in 
this country, It is recognized that 
while plant rigour may produce and 
develop superior varieties, yet, real 
value in such varieties to the ccun- 
try depends upon the extent to which 
they come to be used. ‘To encuur- 
age and promote a more general use 
not only of the best varieties, but of 
good seed of these varicties the’ 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association 
was organized some _ twenty-five 
years ago. The Dominion cerealist 
and this organization are working in 
close co-operation to raise the gen- 
eral standard of the cereal growing 
industry in this country.

Against Mlicit Drag Trafiic 
Slowly Gaining Ground 

Slowly, but surely, the League of 
Nations’ fight against the opium and 
narcotic evil is swinging around to 
the United States’ viewpoint of a 
world-wide limitation of manufac- 
ture to the “scientific and medical 
necessities” of the world. This is 
known almost to an ounce. Ger- 
many has come out in favor of the 
American thesis. Despite the fact 
that she is one of the world’s largest 
producers of cocaine, heroin, mor- 
phine and allied habit-forming drugs. 
Germany has adopted the principle 
of limiting productions to the legiti- 
mate requirements of her own pop- 
ulation. The commerce—legitimate, 
of course—in stupefiants is not large 
enough to justify the odium that 
charges of supplying the illicit trades 
heaps upon them, the Germans hold. 

Spain and Italy, two non-produc- 
ing countries of Europe, have also 
taken the lead in the crusade against 
drugs and are advocating the strict- 
est kind of control. 

Although the League Council has 
been instructed by the assembly to 
go ahead with the formation of the 
“central board” authorized by the 
Geneva Convention of 1925, the re- 
fusal of the United States to par- 
ticipate,in it, and the skepticism 
with which other nations are thought 
to look upon its presumable effec- 
tiveness, presages but a small meda- 
sure of success for it,

Says Mountains Not 
Only For Wealthy 
Average Man May Enjoy Pleasures 
Of Peaks 
“It is strange: how many people of 
the prairies have deprived themselves 
in the past of the pleasures of a va- 
cation in the mountains because of 
an idea that high altitude extends 
itselfs to living expenses,” said Os- 
borne Scott, general passenger 
agent of the Canadian National Mail- 
ways, in discussing Jasper Nationa: 
Park, “They are mistaken, of 
course. A holiday in the mountains 
can be justas cheap as a hoilday any- 
where elese—that is of course, if you 
want a real holiday. It isn’t every- 
one who can go off on a months’ 
trail riding or a climbing expedition 
or who can take a hunting trip be- 
yond the boundaries of the park, 
but the average man and his: family 
can enjoy a week or two fcr a sur- 
prisingly small outlay. They can ride; 
take the odd motor trip, and hike, 
and they can have the joy of seeing 
the snowy peaks about them, of gaz- 
ing at the brilliant lakes, 
breathing in the wonderfully exhila- 
reting mountain air, without feeling 
too great a strain on their purses, 
Every year, scores have the time of 
their lives at the Y.M.C.A. camp on

Result Of Feeding Tests 


Grains Lacking Proteins and Min- 
erals Make Pigs Unthrifty 
Yeeding tests conducted at the Do- 
minion Experimental Station, La- 
combe, indicate that pigs placed on 
a ration made up entirely of meals 
from the cereal grains tend to be 
come unthrifty and, as a result, 
make slow and comparatively ex- 
pensive gains as compared with pigs 
whose rations are properly supple- 
mented. The cereal grains are de- 
ficient in both protein and mineral 
matter. A certain amount of protein

tained, The addition of skini-miik

Varieties of Wheat 


Report Gives Result Of Tests Made 
At Lacombe Experimental 
Station 

Many varieties of wheat have been 
tested side by side at the Lacombe, 
Alberta, Experimental Station. In 
his report of the work of the Sta- 
tion for 1927, published by the De- 
partment of Agriculture, at Ottawa, 
Mr. F. H. Reed, the superintendent, 
makes the observation that the hcav- 
jest yielding sorts are not always tho 
best varieties to grow. Such late ma- 
turing kinds as Renfrew and Farly 
Red Fife, Ottawa 16, are so late ma- 
turing that the grain produced takes 
such a low grade that it has liltle 
more value per pound than oats or 
barley, A second group of varicties 
which includes Marquis, Huron, Red 
Bobs, and varieties of similar matur- 
ity, frequently escape frost ‘injury 
and are considered safe varieties to 
grow on fallow or new breaking in 
the park belt of the province of Al- 
berta. The third, or early maturing 
group, which includes varieties with 
maturity similar to Garnet and Re- 
ward, are much safer varieties from 
the standpoint of maturity. Speaking 
of Marquis, otherwise known as Ot- 
j tawa 15, Mr. Reed expressed doubt 
jit a better wheat can be found for 
| most districts where it will mature. 
While numerous varieties will pro- 
duce higher yields under certain 
conditions, there is no other variety 
which combines the desirable charac- 
teristics of a good wheat to the same 
extent as Marquis. Growers who are 
farming in districts where Marquis 
matures and where it is not affected 
with rust, are advised by Mr. Rved 
to continue growing this variety as 
| commercial grain. The newer varicty 
; Garnet, Ottawa 652, has proved its 
| suitability on many farms in the 
| park belt of Central Alberta during 
| the year under review. In most 
| cases it has graded from one to three 
grades higher than any other variety 
that has been grown side by side 
with it. Voicing the opinion of some 
; of the wheat growers the superinten- 
j dent points out that Garnet has a 
| slight tendency to shatter and fur- 
ther, that the straw is not quite as 
| strong as some other sorts. Prelude, 
| Ottawa 185, continues to hold its 
| position as the earliest maturing va- 
}riety grown at the Lacombe Sti.tion, 
| This variety is bearded, a rather low 
yielder, and has the weakness of 
| shattering badly when weil ripencd.
